FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS  I960 


There  is  a total  of  1l6  premises  in  the  area  to  which  the  above 
Regulations,  and  in  particular  Regulations  l6  & 19  apply.  There  have 
been  some  infringements  of  a relatively  minor  character  which  have  been 
rectified  without  recourse  to  statutory  action,  but  the  main  provisions 
have  been  complied  with, 

Ezact  classification  of  these  premises  is  difficult  because 
there  is  a growing  trend  for  retailing  establishments  to  deal  in  a wide 
range  of  commodities  outside  their  predominant  business.  Butchers  deal 
in  greengrocery  for  instance,  and  grocery  shops  sell  almost  anything. 

Some  public  houses  have  a thriving  trade  in  confectionery.  However, 
the  broad  classification  is  as  follows 

Greengrocery  8c  General  Shops  52  Licenced  Premises  '29 

Fried  Fish  Shops  6 Cafes  and  Canteens  lA- 

Butchers  Shops  9 Bake-houses  3 

Food  Warehouses  1 

There  has  been  a noticeable  development  in  the  grocery  trade  in 
the  last  couple  of  years.  In  order  to  compete  with  the  supermarkets  many 
small  shop  keepers  have  been  forced  to  adopt  a similar  type  of  trading, 
and  have  converted  their  premises  to  self-service  stores,  often  with 
backing  of  business  consortiums. 

From  the  hygiene  point  of  view  I welcome  this  change.  It 
means  on  the  whole,  a much  cleaner,  better  maintained  shop,  with  improved 
lighting,  hygienic  fittings',  and  the  absence  of  counters,  which  all  too 
often  hid  the  debris  hurridly  swept  up  after  a busy  day.  More  important 
still,  it  means  that  almost  all  the  food  sold  is  prepacked  and  safe  from 
contamination,  including  those  foods  more  usually  sold  uncovered,  such 
as  bacon,  sausages,  pies,  cooked  meats,  and  pastry. 

The  older  person  and  the  traditionalist  may  regret  these 
changes,  and  would  prefer  to  have  his  food  handled,  weighed,  and 
passed  over  the  counter  by  the  friendly  grocer,  I hope  the  grocer 
will  remain  friendly  but  I trust  he  will  continue  to  move  with  the  times 

RODENT  CONTROL 


For  this  work,  one  man  is  employed  full  time,  and  a part-time 
operatox-*  is  employed  for  relief  work  on  normal  duties,  and  when  baiting 
of  the  sewers  is  carried  out.  During  the  year  1 64  premises  were  treated. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


1.  In  general  the  water  supplied  by  the  Water  Undertakers, 
Abertillery  & District  Water  Board,  is  satisfactory  as 
regards  quality  and, quantity.  There  were  no  serious 
restrictions  during  the  year, 

2.  Frequent  bacteriological  samples  are  taken  by  the  Undertakers 
and  reports  to  this  Department  indicate  that  the  results  of 
the  analyses  are  satisfactory.  Nine  samples  of  the  treated 
water  were  taken  by  this  Department  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  the  results  were  satisfactory, 

3.  There  is  no  evidence  that  the  water  is  plumbo-solvent . 

4.  Repeated  sampling  of  water  from  a well  showed  that  it  was 
heavily  contaminated.  This  led  to  eventual  closure  of  the 
well, 

5.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  and  the  approximate  number  of 
tbe  population  supplied  from  the  mains  are  as  follows

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Urban  Area  is  adequately  served  by  sewerage,  the  controlling 
body  being  the  Western  Valleys  (Mon)  Sewerage  Board.  There  is  no 
sewage  \vorks  in  the  area.  The  number  of  dwellings  not  connected 
to  the  sewer  is  comparatively  small,  approximately  50,  and  these 
consist  of  farms  and  cottages  in  isolated  parts  of  the  area.  In 
these  cases  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants,  there  is  a growing 
tendency  for  the  more  primitive  type  of  disposal  to  be  exchanged 
for  properly  designed  and  constructed  septic  tanks. 


LODGING  HOUSE 

There  is  one  lodging  house  in  the  area,  which  as  mentioned  in 
previous  reports,  continually  presents  a problem.  It  is  occupied 
by  about  ten  lodgers,  mostly  elderly  who  have  been  here  for  many  years 
and  regard  it  as  their  home.  The  premises  are  poo.?  and  the  facilities 
below  what  is  required.  It  would  be  an  unecomonic  proposition  to 
bring  it  up  to  standard  and  for  that  reason  the  proprietor  wishes  to 
close  dovm,  but  on  humanitarian  grounds  keeps  the  place  open  because 
his  lodgers  would  have  nowhere  to  go.  At  the  time  of  writing  every 
attempt  is  being  made- to  arrange  alternative  accommodation.
